Unless it's a really small Tesla coil, you need an HP 200 CD 
oscillator and a way to measure current into the coil. Put 
the generator and resistor in series with the cold end of 
the coil. Ground the drive coils and the cold end of the HP. 
Sweep the HP and look for the dip in current at self- 
resonance of the coil. 


Worked for me 30 years ago with a 4 foot long 4" glass pipe 
and #30 wire. Never tried a GDO, though.

The Japanese do not hold a monopoly on incomprehensible instructions. I am 
working on a Halli SX-62 and got to the part about the crystal filter. 


The set is driven through the mixer grid with a 455 kHz signal, unmodulated. 
"Set reception control at CW and adjust BFO for a 1,000 cycle note." 

Check. 

"Set SELECTIVITY at Crystal/Broad." 


Check. 


"While slowly turning slug S-10 (IF secondary that resonates the crystal) 
in one direction across the resonant setting obtained above [i.e., by means 
of initial IF alignment at 455 kHz] , "rock" the signal generator tuning 
and observe the dip in the output meter reading as the adjustment passes 
through the response of the crystal filter." 


What I get is this: At the extremes of S-10, there is no noticeable dip, 
just a fairly smooth hump as the generator frequency is swept. As one gets 
into the range of the crystal, the dip appears with distinct flanking 
maxima. One can adjust S-10 such that the dip is quite prominent, which 
yields a kind of "whishing" sound (sort of like signal phasing, with higher 
frequency overtones). 


Here's where I lose it. 


"The correct setting of the slug S-10 is in the center of the observed 
dip." Well, the center of the dip is defined by the signal generator 
sweep, NOT S-10. Does this mean to use S-10 to maximize the dip? 


This means it should perhaps read "Set the signal generator to the center 
of the observed dip and adjust S-10 to maximize the dip (minimum 
signal)." Yes? No? 


There is a problem with that. If I do so (and follow the remainder of the 
crystal filter alignment instructions), it is so hot that it tends to 
oscillate all by its lonesome (no signal). Should I detune S-10? If so, 
which direction? The crystal filter is clearly asymmetric with respect to 
frequency, the "hot spot" is on the upper peak, the lower frequency peak is 
weaker and I am instructed to null it out with the crystal phasing control. 


Second question: After nulling the weaker sideband and adjusting gain at 
the crystal medium and crystal broad settings, the book sez: 


"Set the Selectivity control at crystal/sharp and reset signal generator 
for the exact crystal frequency. Switch to normal/sharp and retune [all 
the IF coils] for maximum output." This is no doubt to center the IF chain 
on the crystal. However, does one set the signal generator to the crystal 
NULL or the crystal PEAK?? 


As always, thanks for the collective wisdom.

The set is driven through the mixer grid with a 455 kHz signal, unmodulated. 
"Set reception control at CW and adjust BFO for a 1,000 cycle note." 

Check. 

"Set SELECTIVITY at Crystal/Broad." 

Check. 

"While slowly turning slug S-10 (IF secondary that resonates the crystal) 
in one direction across the resonant setting obtained above [i.e., by means 
of initial IF alignment at 455 kHz] , "rock" the signal generator tuning 
and observe the dip in the output meter reading as the adjustment passes 


through the response of the crystal filter." 


What I get is this: At the extremes of S-10, there is no noticeable dip, 
just a fairly smooth hump as the generator frequency is swept. As one gets 


into the range of the crystal, the dip appears with distinct flanking 
maxima. One can adjust S-10 such that the dip is quite prominent, which 
yields a kind of "whishing" sound (sort of like signal phasing, with higher 
frequency overtones). 


Here's where I lose it. 


"The correct setting of the slug S-10 is in the center of the observed 
dip." Well, the center of the dip is defined by the signal generator 
sweep, NOT S-10. Does this mean to use S-10 to maximize the dip? 


This means it should perhaps read "Set the signal generator to the center 
of the observed dip and adjust S-10 to maximize the dip (minimum 
signal)." Yes? No? 


There is a problem with that. If I do so (and follow the remainder of the 
crystal filter alignment instructions), it is so hot that it tends to 
oscillate all by its lonesome (no signal). Should I detune S-10? If so, 
which direction? The crystal filter is clearly asymmetric with respect to 
frequency, the "hot spot" is on the upper peak, the lower frequency peak is 
weaker and I am instructed to null it out with the crystal phasing control. 


Second question: After nulling the weaker sideband and adjusting gain at 
the crystal medium and crystal broad settings, the book sez: 


"Set the Selectivity control at crystal/sharp and reset signal generator 
for the exact crystal frequency. Switch to normal/sharp and retune [all 
the IF coils] for maximum output." This is no doubt to center the IF chain 
on the crystal. However, does one set the signal generator to the crystal 
NULL or the crystal PEAK??

Hello to all, 


I loaded my SB-200 into a dummy load last week, using my CE-200V as the 
exciter. Everything loaded fine in the CW position. Unkeyed the exciter, 
and I selected USB and keyed the exciter again, still on the dummy load. 
Blue arc and Buzzz from the center of SB-200. The band switch is frozen in 
the existing 20 meter position. 


When I took it apart, it appears the front wafer (wafer A) on the band 
switch arced over, and welded parts of the contacts in place. The contact 
that is badly damaged (repairing it is not an option) is connected to a 
10Q0uuf 3KV doorknob cap and the Tuning control. 


Does anyone have a junker SB-200, or band switch from an SB-200? I'd even 
settle for just the front wafer switch. Any other suggestions welcomed. It 
is in such nice shape I want to repair it.
